For many record collectors and lovers of postwar popular music, the Aristocrat, Chess, 
Checker, Argo, and Cadet labels stand alone. The Chess family of records began in 
Chicago in 1947 when brothers Leonard and Philip Chess started the Aristocrat label 
with recordings of blues, jazz, and popular music. Aristocrat was soon replaced by 
Chess and joined by the more blues-oriented Checker in 1952 and Argo (later Cadet) for 
popular and jazz music. Cadet Concept, a pop/rock subsidiary was added in 1967. 
Musical greats such a Muddy Waters, HowliV Wolf, Chuck Berry, Bo Diddley, The Ravens, 
Ramsey Lewis. Etta James, Aretha Franklin, and the Harmonizing Four recorded on the 
Chess Labels. 

Michel Ruppli has prepared a complete two-volume discography of the Chess labels and of 
labels distributed by Chess such as Neptune, Thomas, and St. Lawrence. Ruppli also has 
included recordings made by CRT, which purchased Chess and continued to use its labels 
between 1971 and 197S. The heart of the book is a listing of sessions using original 
Chess master recordings and covering the yeara 1947-1971. This listing uses the master 
numerical sequence which follows a roughly chronological order, although some recording 
dates are unknown. Additional Chess material from recording trips to Memphis and 
Detroit is listed at the end of Part One, along with the material lacking master 
numbers. All CRT sessions, including material issued on other labels such as Janus and 
Westbound, among others, are listed in Part Two. Ruppli also has provided single 
series and album series listings in Part Three and Part Four. For the albums, 
cross-referencing to the actual sessions is included. Part Five comprises a table of 
equivalent foreign issues for both singles and albums. An artist index guides 
interested researchers to the sessions in which the artist appeared.

RAGGING the CLASSICS

TEARS OF JOY 

There Is one LP in my collection that I would 
never part with. It is a collection of the Mendelssohn 
Songs Without Words played by Ania Dorfmann, an excel- 
lent pianist who, for some reason, has never attracted 
the critical attention she deserves and who has not 
made records since the 1950s. The record has a scratch 
across Side One making the first band (three of the 
STVW s ) unplayable, but If it had not been for the scratch 
the record would not be mine today. 

Naturally, there is a story behind the record. 
When I was in graduate school at the University of Kan- 
sas, one of our professors, Murrel Dare Clubb, suffered 

a heart attack and was rushed unconscious to the local 
hospital. My landlord 8t the time, Duane Nichols, was 
also in graduate school with me. "Nick" and I had known 
each other in the army and became reacquainted when he 
arrived at KU. As soon as Nick heard about Dr. Clubb' s 
heart attack he hurried to the hospital to learn that 
our professor was still unconscious but was responding 
to treatment. Nick went home and returned with a port- 
able record player and a few records for Dr. Clubb to 
listen to when he could enjoy them. 

• Dr. Clubb was scarcely a stranger to music himself. 
A skilled pianist, he had frequently taught an under- 
graduate course titled "Interrelation of the Arts" in 
which he had shown how poetry, painting and sculpture, 
music, and architecture could be related together. Be- 
fore becoming chairman of the KU English Department (by 
my time at Kansas he had stepped down as chairman), Dr. 
Clubb had taught at Texas Christian University in the 
years just before World War Two, and while there had 
reviewed music events for the Fort Worth Star-Telegram . 
In sura he was a very sophisticated listener. 

Nick's record player was going when Dr. Clubb fully 
regained consciousness. It was the familiar strains of 
one of Mendelssohn's Songs Without Words (I don't know 
which one), and as he realized what had haopened to him 
and heard the music he cried tears of joy, perceiving 
that he had been near death and was still alive to hear 
Mendelssohn played again. 

Nowadays we tend to look down somewhat on Mendels- 
sohn's unproblematic piano pieces — when was the last time 
a pianist used one of the more popular SWV/ s for an encore 
piece? — and of course Dr. Clubb knew that, but what did 
it matter? Generations of piano pupils (doubtless in- 
cluding Dr. Clubb himself) had grown up on Mendelssohn's 
Songs Without Words , and to him at that moment they were 

an affirmation of life. 

Accidents, as the cliche has it, will happen, 
though, and somehow Nick's record was scratched. Al- 
though Nick protested that it wasn't necessary, when he 
recovered Dr. Clubb insisted on replacing the scratched 
copy of Ania Dorfmann' s recording of Song Without Words . 
Not knowing what else to do with the damaged record, 
Nick offered it to me, and for the last 22 years I've had 
it and will never give it up because the record had meant 
so much to Dr. Clubb. 

When I last played the record (despite the scratch 
three-fourths of it is playable) I began to think about 
the incident I have just related and to wonder if our 
recording artists ever realize what the music they play 
may mean to their listeners. I hope that Ania Dorfmann 
someday learns what her recording of the Songs Without 
Words once meant to one man. So perceptive an artist as 
she could not fail to be touched. Another heart attack 
finally ended Dr. Clubb' s life, though he enjoyed sev- 
eral more years of active scholarship. 

I would be the last to denigrate the historical im- 
portance of recordings, as I'm sure I've made clear In 
these pages over the "years. A recording in effect 
freezes a moment in time, and it's through recordings 
that most of us learn how Caruso sang, how Schnabel or 
Jelly Roll Morton played the piano, or how Nikisch con- 
ducted. But all that pales in the face of the impact 
music may have upon its listeners. It is what is com- 
municated to listeners that counts in the long run. 



It seems to be an appropriate time to tell an anec 
dote about M. D. Clubb 's days as a Fort Worth Star - 
Telegram reviewer. Once he was assigned to review a 
singer's recital, and the singer did not give an impres 
sive performance. Wanting to be as kind as he could, 
Dr. Clubb closed his review by quoting Browning: 

Ah, a man's reach should exceed his grasp, 
Or what's a heaven for? 



But accidents can also happen in the best ordered com- 
posing rooms, and somehow the "r" in "grasp" was left 
out. Dr. Clubb's colleague, the veteran music editor of 
the Star-Telegram . E. Clyde Whitlock, absolved Dr. Clubb 
of taking a cheap shot at the singer and desecrating 

Browning in the bargain. Dr. Clubb would never have 
do ne either.

DORFMANN, Ania. Russian-American pianist 
Born in Odessa, she made her concert debut 
there at the age of nine; shortly afterward she 
studied with Isidor Philipp in Paris. Her pro- 
fessional career began with a successful concert 
in Lidge, Belgium, followed by numerous Euro- 
pean appearances. She came to the United States 
in 1936 and was soloist several times with the 
NBC Symphony under Toscanini— the only 
woman pianist ever to appear as soloist with a 
symphony orchestra conducted by Toscanini— 
and also with the New York Philharmonic, 
Boston Symphony, Philadelphia, and many 
other orchestras. She makes frequent recital 
tours in America, has toured South America, 
and has made recordings.

She 
toured Europe in 1920-26 Her American debut took 
place in Town Hall, New York, on Nov. 27, 1936. Tos- 
canini invited her to be soloist with the NBC Symphony 
on Dec. 2, 1939.

with other major orchestras She was a member of the 
faculty of Stephens College, Columbia, Mo., and became 
a teacher of piano at the Juilliard School, New York, in 
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SONGS WITHOUT WORDS (Lieder ohne 
Worte). The name applied by Mendelssohn to 
his short piano compositions in which a singing 
melody predominates. They are characterized by 
an intimate charm, grace, and polish, and a 
"homely" quality which was certainly a factor 
in earning them fantastic popularity in Great 
Britain. In all Mendelssohn composed forty-eight 
Songs without Words for the piano (eight books 
of six each) between 1830 and 1845, the last 
two books being published after his death. 

No. 30 is the famous Spring Song; No. 34 the 
Spinning Song or Bees Wedding. The only items 
to which Mendelssorn himself gave titles were 
the three Venetian Barcaroles (Nos. 6, 12 and 
29); the Duetto (No. 18), which represents the 
conversation of an engaged couple; and the Folk 
Song (No. 23). All other titles are nicknames 
concocted by others.

Label of the month: We have a most in- 
teresting item this time. It's the Phantasie 
Concert Record. The one shown is Missis- 
sippi Cradle (C701-2) by Graham's Nov- 
elty Orchestra coupled with El Relicaro 
(C697-1 ) by Rudy Graham's Dance Orches- 
tra on Phantasie 14257. The label is black 
with gold letters and designs. This label is 
very intriguing but all attempts to tie it in 
with others have led to chaos. We did sug- 
gest a connection between Symphony Con- 
cert Records, Operaphone, and Olympic in 

the April 1950 installment and now we'd 
like to include Phantasie in this group. But 
here's how chaotic a mess this all leads to. 
The Phantasie shown is 14257 and we have 
14250. These are supposedly only seven is- 
sues apart but what a difference ! The "Price 
$1.00" which shows on our cut does not ap- 
pear on 14250 and inste ad of master num- 
bers in the wax 14250 has what appear to 
be Olympic catalog numbers instead. 14250 
is Wang Wang Blues (15106-A) by Elite 
Dance Orchestra coupled with Gypsy Blues 
(15121-B). Then we also have Symphony 
Concert Record (with a "Price $1.00" line) 
14258 which couples Ain't We Cot Fun

The maestro of course 
is heard vocally, along with Dick & Dorothy Rogers. 
Yet another first! This time we hear those famous 
1947 hits of Frankie Laine accomp. $>y Carl Fisher 
& His Orch. 

Les Brown encores with Vol. if in this fine altt 
JoAnn Greer and Stumpy Brown are assigned the vocals. 

Next, from Sunbeam Records (13821 Calvert St., Van 
s, Ca 91 401 ) are three items of note. 

This covers a period from 1 93^f— 1 940 featuring the 
splendid voice of Buddy Clark, and includes a rare 
"aircheck" and a couple of transcriptions. BC fans 
will love it! 

Some more of that fine western swing, this one 
covering the 1937-M period and features Cliff Bruner 1 s 
Texas Wanderers. 

Another in the Texas Rose series from Sunbeam, and 
one of my favorites, Bob Wills & His Texas Playboys 
from 1 932-41 • Vocals are by Miltom Brown, Joe Ferguson, 
Leon McAuliffe, Jesse Ashlock, Tommy Duncan, and even 
some by old Bob himself! 

Let's journey north now to Spokane Records (P.O. Box 
722f» Redmond, Wa 98073-0724) f and we discover three more items by 
Bing from the Kraft Music Hall days. They're all called "Bing in 
the 30 , s". 

These are 1937-38 broadcasts, and Vol. 3 in this 
series. Bing sings a lot of tunes not normally 
associated with him. 

Vol. k in this series, and all from 1938 shows. More 
rare Bing. 

Vol. 5 continues with 1938 shows, and as on the other 
two Bing is heard doing a lot of tune we don 1 t 

usually associate with him. 

One item, Broadway BR-115 (P.O. Box 2i+4, Milford, 
Mi 4801+2) that is worthy of note. It's called "White Hot Jazz", Vol. 1, 
and features early white bands of the 20's & 30' s, like the Casa Loma 
Band, Eddie Thomas' Collegians, The Cotton Pickers, Jack Pettis * His 
Pets, Irving Mills, and Ted Dahl's Orch, with Stuart Hamblin. This 
is one every collector should have!

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A couple of items from Progressive Records (P.O. Box 
Ga 31793; are next: 

Once again Dick Meldonian & Sonny Igoe have teamed up 
to bring us some fine, big band jazz. This was recorded 
in May of 1981, and the sound is just super. 
My favorite gal 88* er is back with another block- 
buster in a album simply called "Jazz Piano", and 
that it is! It was recorded in June of '83 in L.A. 
and just further proves that Judy Carmichael is the 
VERY BEST around today. 

And now to RCA, and some items I only hinted at in 
the last issue of RR. (No address as RCA does not sell direct, so 
-just check with your favorite record store). 

Is a double set called "A Stephen Sondheim Evening". 
It's very arty, with a cast headed by Angela Lansbury. 
It was recorded live in March of '83 and it's very 
intimate theatre. 

Larry Elgart & His Hooked On Swing Orch. are off and 
running with that new and popular sound, and a great 
big band sound it is. 
Is Vol. if in the Elvis series, and should be good 
news to all Elvis fans as it includes 11 previously 
unavailable performances and an exclusive interview. 
"Are You Lonesome Tonight" recorded "live" in Vegas 
is a gas, with Elvis breaking up. 
Here is something for you classic music lovers. A 
fine recording of some of the Mozart Quartets as 
performed by the Guarneri Quartet. 
Called "Rappin' Rodney", by who else but Rodney 
Dangerfield. This man is funnv . but I wouldn't 
suggest you play it for the youngsters or your 
minister as he gets a bit raunchy at times.
